WEEKLY BUSINESS REVIEW.

The Collapse of Wheat in Ohicago in No
Way Affects the Banks.

MONEY LOANS ON SAFE MARGCINS

Earnings of Leading Rallroads Show
Cousiderable Improvement
Over the Corresponding
Period Liast Year,

Cimcaan, June 25.—|Special Telegram to
the Bee. |—Local financinl affairs attracted
conslderable attention during the week Just
closed. Complications arising out of the re-
cent collapse of the wheat market have in-
volved some of the local banking Institu-
tions, as they advanced quite lLiberally on
that description of property, but the losses
sustained will bo mengre, as thie bulk of the
loans were made on wide marging. All the
Chicago banks are undoubtedly solvent, and
no fears need be entertalned of any loss on
thieir account. The property they hold will
be gradualiy disposed of, 50 As not to make
any lmpression on the market, and the
money returned to the banks, The demand
for money during the week was falr, though
not so urgent as during the previous three or
four wecks, The amounts called for, too,
were smaller than usual, Indieating that par-
ties wanted sufticiont funds to tide over the
present emergency or until they get their
aflairs settled up. Speculative paper was in
little favor and very littls was accepted by
banks, Considerable money was forwarded
to the country to pay for grain and
live stock received, but chiefly through
commission houses. Lumbormen and whole-
sale merchants haveasked for few favorsand
have been accommodated, Some demand
has existed for wmoney for the payment of
property to be delivered on July contracts
and some money has been loaned at very
wide and safe margins, Ilatesof interest are
well maintained at 04@7 per cent on call
and 6@ per cent on time loans, depending
on the standing of borrower and the amount
required. Some paper was oflered on the
strect and accepted at about bank rates,
Money al eastern linancial centres is gradu.
ally working closer,owing o the drain on the
banks from western depositors and inereased
amounts requlired to pay for liberal quantities
of grain being forwarded to that - guarter,
Itares of interest have been advanced to gt
}wr cent, In forelgn financinl centers there
s 1o particular changs to note, Money is
abundant at tnlr rates of interest. New York
exchange was offered rather freely during
thie past week, while the demand was only
fair. The market was weak and somewhat
unsettlied and sules were made between
banks at 60¢40 cents discount per §1,000 and
closed rather easy at 0E@E05 cents discount.
Foreign exohange was in fmd sunply owing
to the Increased exports of colton, petrolenm
and grain and the demand was somewhat
limited. ‘The market ruled weak and ship-
pers’ sixty documentary bills on London
changed hands at $4.815@4.5215 and closed
rather slow at $451,@481%, Tha New
York stock market showed o [ittle mora ac-
tivity durmf thie past week and prices ruled
somewhat Irregular and averaged lower.
arnings of the leading rallroads still show
conslderable improvement over the returns
of last wyear, but the unsettled feeling in
commercial and financial circles has caused
some reallzing h‘r parties who have been
eurrﬁlnu round lots, Eurly in the week the
market was steadler and prices were slightly
higher, but within the past two or three days
a weak feeling was manifested, With large
offerings the market was decidedly unsettied
and prices declined heavily. At one time
a panle  was  feared but large
operators purchased liberally and ehecked
the decline. Wall  street  operators
traded rather freely, but eutside traders
were somewhat indlfferent about making
transactions. London operators were mod-
erately free sellers, and the feeling abroad
was less favorable to Awmerlean securities
than for some time past. Sales on the New
York stock Exchange during the week ag-
gregated 2,000,000 shares. Business on the
Chicago board of trade  stock exchange was
comparatively light auring the early part of
the week, but a Mttle more activity was mani-
fested toward the close. Operators  have not
fully recovered 1zom the etfects of the récent
panic in the grain markets, and were not
disposed to trade much in stocks at present.
Dealers in local bonds, stocks and securities
alse were Inditferent about trading to any
extent. Asmight be expected, the past wee
has been an unsettled one in produce clreles,
due to the effects of the recent sharp decline
In prices of cereals, rumors of
further finaneinl  complications
ing therefrom and the inability of solvent
houses to close up their trades satisfactorily
Considerable nervousness was manifested
earlv o the week and distrust and lack of
confidence prevalled to some extent ns
was evineed by free ealling of margins, but
all demauds wers promptly met and no [qll-
wres of any significance were reported. The
nssursnce viven oy leading capitalists and
bankers that they would stand by each other
in any emergency, deeming the present
prices of property rensonnble, also hana
strengthening Influence and tended greatly
to encourage legitimate bonsiness. While the
losses sustained have been quite large in the
aggregate outside of threa or four houses,
they were very widely seattered, Such a
severa shrinkage In values could not have
been rustained without Impairment of
capital, and consldering all the
fortunate  surroundings of the trade
the commission houses of Chleago may
be congratulated on supporting their finan-
clal sumllng as well a3 they hnve in sus-
taining the brunt of the panic. Within the
past twoor three days the outlook has been
more encouraging, and more confidence hns
been expressed in all quarters, Trade i3 jm-
muwlms1 gradunlly, and there is little
doubt but business will be on a more solid
basis after deliveries on July contracts have
been made, The tirms who were unfortun-
ately carried down with the wreek have
made propositions to their ereditors, and are
settling up as nmiullsl' ns possible prepara-
tory to resuming business,  Speeulative
trading hins been comparatively light during
the week, as operators desired to close up
their  atfairs  zenerally. Inguiry  on
shipping account was quite brigk and trading
In the aggregate showed a marked improve-
ment, Receipts of grain have been moderate
at all westarn points, considerahly less than
during the previons two or three weeks, Ex-
ports from the seaboard were quite liberal,
with prospects that they will be considerably
enlarged during the next three or four weeks,
Arrival of live stock have been larze at all
western points.  Packing in the west Is pro-
gressing favorably, though not quite as Inrge
now as at this time last year, yet showing an
